Cabinet Sees Xo Ilen.inn For Military 


Operations. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—President Mc- 


Kinley has taken a determined stand 
against further aggressive action by 
the powers iu China. 


As a result of the cabinet meeting 


Acting Secretary Hill sent a dispatch 
to Minister Conger defining tbe atti- 
tude of the United States. This mes- 
sage shows that the United States 
will uot only refuse to participate iu 
the expedition contemplated, but looks 
upon It with much disfavor. The note 
communicated to Mr. Conger is of the 
nature of a vigorous remonstrance.

wards of the Elizabeth of London, comii • 
through the gulf from Jamaica richly la> 
an, met with a violent storm. The ship 
sprang a leak that obliged it to run into 
the port of Havana. The captain went on 
shore and waited on the governor and told 
him of the occasion of his putting in, add- 
ing that he surrendered the ship as a prize 
as well as himself and crew prisoners of 
war, only requesting good quarters. 


"Xo, sir," replied the governor; "if we 


had taken you in fair sea or approaching 
our own coast with hostile intentions, 
your ship would then be a lawful prize 
and your people prisoners, but when, dis- 
tressed by the b,and of Providence, you 
oome to our port for safety of your lives 
we, being men, though enemies, are bound 
by the laws of humanity to afford relief to 
the distressed who ask it of tis. We can- 
not, even against onr foes, take advantage 
of the act of God. You have leave chcre- transportation, 
fore to unload your ship, if that be neccs-' 
sary to stop the leak. You may fit her 
here and traffic so far besides as shall bo 
needful to pay tho charges.

O'UfTDOOM PRONOUNCED. 


8tat««nan Fore*e«* tbe Extinction 


of Native Americans. 


Surely a Frenchman ought to be recog- 


nized as an authority OB tha question of a 
declining birth rate. France is the one 
nation where tbe birth rate baa steadily 
decreased until at last tbe deaths outnum- 
ber the births. Since 1890 there has been 
•n annual loss of something like 20,000 
population in France. It is a Frenchman 
of science, Arsene Dumont, who predicts 
the destruction of the American people. 
In the journal of the Paris Statistical so- 
ciety he reports tbe result of his study of 
the vital statistics of Massachusetts. In 
spite of the efforts made in New York and 
other states, it is an exasperating fact that 
Massachusetts alone collects trustworthy 
and comprehensive vital statistics, and it 
is on these that foreign statisticians rely 
for information as to tbe tendencies ol 
American life. Yet Massachusetts is hard- 
ly representative. She has an uncommon 
proportion of foreign born people, and they 
are more absorbed in the manufactures 
than the people of other states. The pro- 
portion of the two sexes in that state is 
unlike the proportion of the west and 
south, and many important conditions are 
peculiar. 


Mr. Duinont's study of tha birth rate in 


Massachusetts is not encouraging as to the 
future of Americans. He says that mar- 
riages among "American born" reveal a 
steady diminution of the birtb rate. Tbe 
cause of this he finds in tbe principle of 
democracy. This develops individualism 
—the desire of each person to live his own 
life for himself, to obtain all the pleasure 
there is in life, whether intellectual or 
material. He maintains that as they do 
not propose to miss the chances of personal 
development Americans or any republic- 
an people will not burden themselves 
•with children. He says there is a poison ' 
in republican civilization, and the more 
intense republicanism becomes the more ' 
acute individualism is. Eventually, he 
asserts, this must destroy the race and its 
culture. He says republics might escape 
this fate if they would submit to the rule 
of science. 


Perhaps it is this determination not to 


sacrifice any of the pleasures of life for the 
pleasure of children that is the cause of 
the decline of the birth rate in France. It 
is more reasonable than the explanation 
commonly given—that in the absence of a 
law of entail French parents are led to 
limit the number of their children. The 
code Napoleon does not allow a man to 
leave the bulk of his fortune to his oldest 
child, aa in England. It is hardly reason-' 
able to think that in order to bestow an 
estate on a single child a man would deny 
himself the pleasure of rearing a number 
of children. But in order to find a larger 
amount of liberty and pleasure for himself 
he might be willing to go childless. 


It is strange that a French scientist 


should dwell on the declining birth rate 
of Massachusetts and make no reference to 
that of his own country. At the begin- 
ning of the century there were 38 births 
for each 1,000 of population in Franco. 
In 1850 it had declined to 27, and in 1895 
to S3. At the same time the birtb rate of 
Germany and Austria remained at 38, that 
of England at 33 and that of Italy had in- 
creased from 37 to 38. The decrease is 
general throughout France, and Mr. Bor- 
tillon says it means the disappearance of 
tbe French people.—Washington Star.

An Incident In Bread* Darlcr the Ital- 


ian Revolution of 1843. 


The Count do Hubner tells in his 


"Memoirs" a_thrilling story of an adven- 
ture in the Italian city of Brescia during 
the days of tho revolution of 1848. When 
the trouble began in tho streets, he con- 
trived to get into a house, taking with 
him two or three other persons, including 
the wife of a minor official who had in- 
trusted tbe lady for awhile to the count's 
care, but who was to have certain news of 
her as soon as possible. 


The firing grew heavier, and the rebels 


eoon bad possession of almost every ifonse 
in tho street. 


On the 19th of March, Count deHubnor 


decided that ho must do something toward 
bettering his position in case of an assault, 
and he forced his only remaining servant 
to make a dash across the street to the 
palace where the Austrian general. Rath, 
was quartered, two blocks away and on 
the other side.

It geenps to me that the case yon make 


out is altogether too easy." said the self 
offered criminal. ''I should do absolutely 
nothing except attend to my everyday 
business in my everyday way. On leaving 
Jones I would walk out of bis office, speak- 
ing to tbe men whom I knew, and then I 
wonld go to my own office, put the money 
in an envelope and lay the envelope on my 
desk ns though it was of no particular 
value. I would work until my usual hour 
to go homo came, and then, after dinner, 
I would come down here and see you fel- 
lows. I would not vary the routine of iny 
business or social life. Probably the news- 
papers of the nest clay would contain long 
accounts of the mysterious theft of $20,- 
000, 
with a hundred guesses as to tha 


identity of tho robber. If they did, I 
would drop in on Jones, tell him I was. 
sorry for his loss and ask him if I could 
help him in any way. He \t onld bewail 
his loss and maybe might borrow a f«w 
thousand of me to tide him over. 
"I would leave the f30,000 in my desk. 


I would not touch it. I would let Ifc kick 
around. I would talk of the robbery with 
my friends, but not too much. I would 
say that I hoped, the robber would be 
caught, but I would be careful not to ba 
too talkative about the case.
